Cardiac arrests and heart 
attacks affect an estimated 
111,000 people each year in 
England alone. Over 75,000 
people die each year in the 
UK from sudden cardiac 
arrest but, with rapid treat¬ 
ment from a defibrillator, 
around 85 per cent could be 
saved. 

Community Paramedic 
Officer for Shropshire Terry 
Foster, of West Midlands 
Ambulance Service, said: 


“Bystander CPR is incredi¬ 
bly important because hav¬ 
ing people on hand who 
know what to do is crucial. 

“Specialist training in 
basic life support skills can 
and really does save lives. 

“The earlier someone suf¬ 
fering from a cardiac arrest 
receives CPR and defibrilla¬ 
tion, the greater the chance 
of survival. 

“We teach people very 
simple, basic procedures. 
They are simple, effective 
and they work. 

“What we teach is how to 
manage a person who’s col¬ 
lapsed, how to do oxygen 
therapy and how to use a 
defibrillator. 

“People normally don’t 
die of a cut finger or a bro¬ 
ken leg, but you will die if 
your heart stops and the 
patient is left with no imme¬ 
diate intervention. 

“It’s as simple as that.” 

Warren Appleby, Shrop¬ 
shire’s Fundraising Volun¬ 
teer Manager for the BHF, 
backed the launch of the 
appeal. 

“This is a very positive 
scheme and the British 
Heart Foundation is pleased 
to be associated with the 
Chronicle and the West Mid¬ 
land Ambulance Service,” he 
said.

Specialist spinal 
team delighted at 
gold medal win 

STAFF at Oswestry’s specialist centre for 
spinal injuries have spoken of their delight 
after one of their patients won a gold medal 
at the International Paralympic Committee 
World Championships. 

Josie Pearson took gold in the discus at 
the games, which were held in Lyon. 

Ten years ago Josie, then 17, was in a car 
accident in Wales which left her with a bro¬ 
ken neck and weakness in the arms and 
hands and paralysis below the waist. 

Josie was treated by Professor Wagih El 
Masri and the team of the Midlands Centre 
for Spinal Injuries at the Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital where 
she continues to have follow-on care. 

Professor El Masri said: “I am delighted 
for Josie. The members of the team of the 
MCSI feel Josie’s achievements have 
brought the gold to Oswestry and proud 
that once again the MCSI is at the forefront 
of both national and international Spinal 
Injuries Centres”. 

Before her accident Josie had a promising 
show jumping career. She later took up 
wheelchair rugby and subsequently moved 
to wheelchair racing and discus.

POLICE are appealing for witnesses to a 
crash near Oswestry which left two elderly 
women in hospital on Monday.

Thousands sign up to

MORE than 2,500 people have joined 
an online petition against proposals 
to build homes in the shadow of 
Oswestry Hill Fort - one of the town’s 
most important ancient monuments. 

And objectors are not being put off by the 
fact that English Heritage has not come out 
against the proposals. 

They have set up a petition against plans to 
include land close to the fort, said to be the 
birthplace of Guinivere, wife of King Arthur, 
for future development. 

As well as the online petition objectors have 
paper petitions available in shops across 
Oswestry. 

In its draft SAMdev plan, the blueprint for 
future development in the county, Shropshire

Council has included land at Old Port Farm for 
housing. 

In its consultation report English Heritage 
says the consequences of developing the land 
would have “a neutral impact on the significance 
of the Old Oswestry Hill Fort, providing that suit¬ 
able mitigation measures are taken”. 

English Heritage said current planning rules 
stated that when a proposal will lead to “less than 
substantial harm” to a heritage site, “this harm 
should be weighed against the public benefits of 
the proposal”. 

A campaign calling on Shropshire Council to 
defer its decision on leaving the land in the 
SAMdev document is now underway. 

One of the most recent objectors is John 


Creighton, director of the Society of Antiquaries 
of London. 

He said: “Our Royal charter tasked us with fur¬ 
thering the study and knowledge of the antiqui¬ 
ties and history of this country. 

“Old Oswestry is without doubt one of the best 
preserved multivallate hillforts. Its setting in the 
landscape makes it visually stunning, and crowd¬ 
ing its fringes with building would be very detri¬ 
mental to this. 

More housing is desperately needed in the UK, 
but balance and careful curation of the unique 
assets of our landscape are the responsibility of 
the planning committee and council.”

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Council to 
end care 
of village 
play field 

A PARISH council has 
decided to stop maintaining 
a village playing field after 
nearly 30 years because of a 
dispute with the site’s 
trustees. 

Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council has looked after the 
site at Morton, near 
Oswestry, since 1984. 

But the authority has 
struggled to negotiate with 
the field’s trustees over get¬ 
ting grants to improve the 
site and it has now decided 
to stop cutting the grass and 
maintaining the land, which 
was costing it £1,000 a year. 

One of the trustees, Mor¬ 
ton churchwarden Andrew 
Morrison, said the trust has 
already found someone else 
to cut the grass and the field 
would continue to be avail¬ 
able for use. 

The field was bought for 
the community in 1926 after 
residents raised £125.For 
decades the playground was 
used by the village school. 

When the school closed in 
1984, the parish council 
signed a 21-year lease on the 
field to ensure it was avail¬ 
able for children to use. 

Councillor Tony 

Cheetham said: “The lease 
expired in 2007, but the 
council’s negotiations with 
the trustees to renew it 
failed. As a gesture of good¬ 
will, the council agreed to 
support the community by 
continuing for six years to 
pay for the maintenance at 
over £1,000 a year.” 


Thieves make off with £800 
after break-in at popular pub

A PUB popular with canal boaters has been targeted by burglars who 
broke in and took about £800 cash from the tills. 

The Jack Mytton Inn at Hindford, Whittington, near Oswestry, was broken 
in to some time between 11.30pm on Saturday and 10am on Sunday. 

Ian Spencer-Brown, the owner of the pub, said: “On Saturday night after the pub was 
closed somebody broke in and emptied both the tills. 

“They were in and out very quick. They didn’t take any spirits or computers, they went 
straight for the money. It could have been very much worse.” 

The thieves got in through a window in 
the lounge area and then went to the bar, 
where they forced open two tills and took 
about £400 out of each one before making 
their escape. 

Mr Spencer-Brown said he believed the 
thieves may have been in the pub earlier 
that evening, and could have made their 
escape on a boat. 

“A window was left partially unlatched. 
The latch wasn’t properly closed, and it 
could only have been done from the inside 
during the evening,” he said. 

“Most of the money was in change and it 
would have been difficult for someone on a 
bike or walking to carry it. Myself, I’m 
pretty sure that it was down to opportunity 
and I think they were also on a boat.” 

He said police found the two cash till reg¬ 
isters, one near the canal and the other 
floating in the water. 

Police believe the thieves left the pub 
through the window and made their escape 
in the direction of the canal. They are keen 
to hear from anyone who may have infor¬ 
mation, especially anyone who saw any¬ 
thing suspicious in the Whittington area on 
Saturday night.

Hit by financial worries the owners have 
been advised to put the venue on the mar¬ 
ket but supporters are now battling to save 
the popular nightspot, which attracts some 
of the country’s best acts. 

Even Shropshire Council Leader Keith 
Barrow has thrown his weight behind the 
appeal. 

It will be a sad day if the town loses this 
popular venue. A fighting fund has been set 
up and already over £10,000 is in the kitty 
so fingers crossed all round.

“I COULDN’T sleep and I couldn’t 
relax, I was worried sick.” 

Gavin Ryan described his feelings 
when the Maesbury Metals day centre 
in Oswestry was under threat of closure 
because of Shropshire Council cut¬ 
backs. 

While those who attend two other day 
centres in the town now face the prospect 
of having to move to a new centre, the 
men who see Maesbury Metals as their 
place of work, can breath more easily. 

The committee members at the craft- 
based day centre have spoken of their 
great relief that their “workplace” will not 
be closed. 

Maesbury Metals opened on the Maes y 
Clawdd industrial estate in Oswestry almost 
two decades ago and with the help of full¬ 
time staff, the service users produce 
wrought ironwork and metalwork items to 
sell to the public as well as carrying out 
repairs. 

The beautiful pieces that they make give 
the men, who have disabilities or learning 
difficulties, engineering skills operating 
machinery. 

One of the newest service users, Ben Wal¬ 
ton, attends the workshop two days a week. 

“I have surprised my parents and, to be 
honest, I have surprised myself at the skills 
that I have and the things that I can now do 
thanks to what we do in the workshop,” he 
said. 

Full-time staff do the welding of the prod¬ 
ucts but the service users do everything else 
from getting involved in design, to cutting, 
drilling and polishing as well as using the 
turning machine to make decorative twists 
in the metal. 

Maesbury Metals produces all kinds of 
metal work from large gates and seats to 
candle holders and log baskets and sculp¬ 
tures to display in the home and garden. 

There is also a selection of sculptures of 
animals, birds and butterflies. Service users 
feared it would be closed as part of Shrop¬ 


shire Council’s cuts but the unit has been 
spared, although two other day centres in 
the town will close. 

Last week, while working hard to get 
metalwork products finished in time for a 
stand at the Shrewsbury Show at the week¬ 
end, they told of the worry they had suf¬ 
fered. 

Showroom manager Peter Phillips has 
spina bifida but has never allowed his dis¬ 
ability to stand in the way of things he 
wanted to do, including abseiling and a vari¬ 
ety of sports. 

He was one of the founder members of 
the now international Federation for Dis¬ 
abled Cricket. 


But despite his strengths Peter was 
reduced to tears talking about Maesbury 
Metals. 

“This has been such a large part of my 
life, and when it was under threat it was a 
real worry,” he said. “We are a great team 
here and there is so much camaraderie.” 

Gavin Ryan, who, like many of his 
friends, has been at Maesbury Metals for 19 
years, said: “We were all worried we might 
not stay open. 

“I couldn’t sleep, I was worried sick. Now 
we have had the news we will not close, I 
feel so much more relaxed.” 

Now the workshop is no longer under 
threat the service users are excitedly look¬ 


ing foward to the future. Martyn Griffiths 
said: “We are going to start making things 
from wood, like bird boxes and other gift 
ideas.” 

Manager Peter Humber said a recent 
grant of £2,500 from the Hilton Jones Char¬ 
itable Trust would enable the redesign of 
the workshops and the purchase of some 
new tools. 

But service users said they still struggled 
with transport to attend shows and fairs to 
sell their products. 

“We need to get better known but it is dif¬ 
ficult to get the bus to take us to events,” 
Mr Griffiths said.

COULD COMPANY BE HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR THIRD PARTY COMMENTS POSTED ON WEBSITE SOCIAL NETWORK PAGE? 


Q: I work for a company, in the personnel department, and I have been asked by management to set up a page on a social networking site for our Company. 

I am concerned about the control of personal data in the event that an employee or third party should post something defamatory or offensive on our site. Is the 
Company responsible for such posts, or for inaccurate personal data posted on our page by third parties? 

A: There is a general obligation under the Data Protection Act for all personal data to be accurate and kept up to date. If personal data is posted on your site by 
a third party then it is incumbent on the company to take reasonable steps to check the accuracy of data, (since the company is likely to be held to be a “data 
controller” in such circumstances, despite the terms of use of social media websites suggesting that the company may not be) 

The governance of matters involving the Data Protection Act lies with the Information Commissioner’s Office (the ICO). The ICO must consider what the 
reasonable steps should be in all the circumstances (this is likely to vary between different sizes of company and types of social networking sites). The ICO will 
expect IT and social media policies to be in place to deal with issues such as inaccurate posts and complaints. In addition, you may wish to consider your policies 
for monitoring and moderating the site, so that specific employees are responsible for checking the content posted by employees and third parties to seek to avoid 
offensive and defamatory content. 

This is a highly technical area and you should seek specific legal advice to avoid some of the pitfalls.

Nursing 
staff are 
still at the 
sharp end 

THE last few years have 
seen the NHS embroiled in 
periphery of scandals, cul¬ 
minating in the disgraceful 
conduct at Mid Stafford¬ 
shire, and the ensuing 
witch-hunt that has left a 
multitude of monitoring 
organisations largely unal¬ 
tered and apparently 
blameless. 

It beggars belief that 
these organisations, 

charged with protecting 
patients, have totally 
ignored what was plainly 
obvious. 

We now see that nurses 
are once again at the centre 
of attention as the Depart¬ 
ment of Health directs the 
public away from root 
causes, and Project 2000 
training come into further 
criticism. 

Criteria for nurse train¬ 
ing is largely the same now 
as in the 60s, namely that 
they need to have common 
sense, be compassionate, 
show an ability to study, 
and be committed to the 
patients in their care. 

The only difference today 
is that degree trained 
nurses who lack in any of 
these qualities usually end 
up as senior managers.

Nursing staffing levels 
are controlled by individual 
trusts, not by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

It is individual trusts 
that set and control staffing 
levels and it is their respon¬ 
sibility to deliver the NHS 
Constitution, meet targets, 
and satisfy CQC inspectors. 
It is about time the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Jeremy 
Hunt, RCN and Unison 
wake up and take notice of 
what is happening at ward 
level.

lolo joins 
fight to 
help save 
rare bird 

WELSHPOOL area bird 
man, lolo Williams is head¬ 
ing a campaign to ban the 
hunting of Greenland white 
fronted geese across Wales. 

The Welsh Ornithological 
Society has criticised the 
Welsh Government’s deci¬ 
sion not to ban the hunting 
of the bird, the number of 
which are in steep decline. 

Wales is now the only area 
in the bird’s regular haunts 
where it is not protected. 

President of the Society, 
television presenter, lolo 
Williams said that while the 
Welsh Ornithological Society 
acknowledged that long run¬ 
ning voluntary bans on 
shooting were in place at 
some wetlands, such as the 
Dyfi estuary, it believed that 
nothing less than a statutory 
ban on shooting would 
ensure its protection. 

“The Society is concerned 
that any voluntary ban 
could be lifted at any time 
and that the voluntary 
approach does not cover all 
the sites where these declin¬ 
ing geese could spend the 
winter. 

“There is strong scientific 
case to ban hunting of 
Greenland White-fronted 
Geese. Studies on their win¬ 
tering grounds at Wexford 
Slobs clearly showed that 
the geese are extremely vul¬ 
nerable to hunting.” 

“I am ashamed that Wales 
remains the only country 
where you are allowed to kill 
this declining species.”

New £2.5m kidney dialysis 
unit now open to patients

A NEW £2.5million kidney 
dialysis unit has been 
opened at Welshpool Hos¬ 
pital to help treat patients 
closer to home. 

The new renal unit at the Vic¬ 
toria Memorial Hospital in 
Welshpool began treating 
patients in January, but was 
officially opened by Welsh 
Assembly health minister Mark 
Drakeford. 

The unit has room for 12 patients 
and has allowed them to be treated 
closer to home having previously 
been faced with trips to Shrewsbury 
and Wrexham. 

Mr Drakeford said: “The develop¬ 
ment of this permanent unit serving 
North Powys will greatly improve 
the service delivered to patients in 
this area. 

“Our Programme for Government 
sets out explicitly our commitment 
to improve access and patient expe¬ 
rience and the provision of this unit 
in Welshpool meets that aim. I was 
very glad to be here to open it offi¬ 
cially and meet some of the key staff 
involved in its day to day manage¬ 
ment. 

Mr Drakeford added that the 
Welsh Assembly paid £2.471 million 
to install the new unit, which will 
“transform” patient’s lives when he 
opened the unit.

“Over the past few years, Powys renal patients 
have benefited enormously from the tempo¬ 
rary facility located here but the opening of 
this permanent unit ensures that long term 
high quality service provision has been 
secured.

Planners’ approve 
bid for wind turbine 

A CONTROVERSIAL wind turbine application for the 
Powys/Shropshire border has been given the go-ahead. 

Powys County Council’s planning officers had labelled 
the 34.2-metre high turbine as “visually intrusive” and 
recommended the plans were thrown out. 

But members of the council’s planning committee said 
the turbine would help a local business thrive and 
approved it. 

The plans were put in by the owners of Parc Isaf, Llan- 
rhaedr Ym Mochnant, near Oswestry, who told a meet¬ 
ing of the planning committee at Neuadd Maldwyn in 
Welshpool it would help the business for generations. It 
is the second time plans have been put forward for the 
500-acre farm, run by GR Lewis & Son. A previous bid 
for a 48-metre high wind turbine was withdrawn. 

Sarah Lewis, from the farm, said: “We want to do out 
utmost to ensure our business is in the best possible 
position for future years.” 

The application led to dozens of objections by people 
who said it was out of character with the area. It was 
also opposed by Llanrhaeadr Community Council and 
Llangedwyn Community Council. 


know if he’d had a heart attack. 

“He banged his chest in panic and man¬ 
aged to tell us that something was stuck in 
his throat,” Oswestry crew manager Adrian 
Bowen said. 

Firefighter Lewis put the man into the 
recovery position while firefighter Davidson 
got the resuscitation equipment. All three 
firefighters helped to put a pipe down the 
choking man’s throat to dislodge the 
obstruction. They found that a piece of 
crackling had led to the trauma. 

Mr Bowen said: “As a firefighter, you go 
through so much training until these sort 
of things become second nature. You don’t 
always expect to use first aid but this just 
shows how vital our training is.” 

Chief Fire Officer John Redmond said: 
“Firefighters come from all walks of life. 
These three Oswestry firefighters are a 
postal supervisor, electrician and delivery 
driver and they are all highly trained Shrop¬ 
shire firefighters. This is their job. To 
answer a call, whatever it may be, to help 
people in need.” 

The majority of Shropshire’s fire stations 
are run by retained firefighters which 
means that firefighters, who are not full 
time but work in a variety of other jobs, are 
“on call” to attend emergencies.

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Homes bid 
rejected 
by plans 
authority 

A PROJECT to build 10 
homes in a village on the 
edge of Oswestry have been 
thrown out - to the delight 
of local residents. 

Shropshire Council offi¬ 
cers this week refused to 
give planning permission to 
the proposed development 
off Old Mapsis Way in 
Morda. 

Members of Oswestry 
Rural Parish Council wel¬ 
comed the decision, having 
objected to the scheme as 
they claimed there was 
already too much housing in 
the village. 

The application was for 10 
semi-detached bungalows 
south of Old Mapsis Way 
and had been submitted by 
Morda resident Elizabeth 
Burton. 

In her application Mrs 
Burton said she had talked 
to people near to the site and 
had been told they would 
like something done to 
improve it. 

She admitted that they 
had said they did not want 
the site to be built on, but 
claimed Oswestry Rural 
Parish Council wanted more 
affordable and smaller-type 
housing in Morda, prefer¬ 
ably in smaller infill-type 
sites. 

But Val Smout, parish 
council clerk, said council¬ 
lors had “strongly objected” 
to the development. 

Shropshire Council offi¬ 
cers used delegated powers 
to refuse the plans. 


Pub demolition is on the 
cards despite regulars' fury

PLANS to close and demolish a village pub near Oswestry are going 
ahead - despite opposition from regulars who don’t want to lose their 
local. 

Talks held to outline the plans to demolish the Penrhos Arms in Whittington and build 
12 homes on the site became “aggressive and unconstructive”, planning papers have 
revealed. 

The plans for the pub, parts of which date back to the early 19th century, have been 
submitted to Shropshire Council by Shrewsbury firm Milford Investments.

Toys dumped

A design and access statement lodged in 
support of the bid said developers met 
parish councillors in April to discuss the 
plans and then returned to the parish coun¬ 
cil last month to outline their revised plans. 

The statement said: “A number of cus¬ 
tomers of the pub were also in attendance 
who made it clear that they didn’t want to 
lose their pub. It was explained the pub was 
clearly no longer viable and that there were 
two other pubs in the village. 

“This was not accepted by the customers 
and the discussion became aggressive and 
unconstructive. We tried to address further 
arguments regarding the loss of parking by 
reminding them it was not a public car park 
and permission to park was only by the good 
nature of the tenants which could be with¬ 
held at any point.” 

The statement outlined why the decision 
has been taken to close down the pub. 

It said: “The Boot and The White Lion 
are also in the centre of Whittington but 
have been more successful than The Pen¬ 
rhos Arms. Increasingly The Penrhos has 
been left behind not just because The White 
Lion and The Boot have more to offer, but 
also because of the wider changes in society 
that have led to the decline of public houses 
generally.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a deci¬ 
sion on the application by October 17.

Monster

Lincoln McMullan, town 
resident, said: “Sometimes it 
comes out cloudy, sometimes 
it doesn’t. 

“It just tastes horrible 
and is undrinkable. 

“When you make a cup of 
tea without filtering it, it 
leaves a scum mark. 

“If you want to drink it 
you have to filter it. You 
shouldn’t have to do this. 

“This has been going on 
for ages. I am not the only 
one who thinks this. I have 
been in contact with Severn 
Trent in the past and they 
said they would look into it. 
But it is like banging your 
head against a brick wall.” 

John Frost, deputy mayor 
of Ellesmere, said: “It 
doesn’t taste all that clever. 
It has got a bit of TCP 
flavour about it. We have to 
filter it. 

“Nobody seems to like the 
water around here. I think it 
comes from a borehole.” 

But he added: “The water 
pressure is alright. We used 
to get a lot of bursts, but a 
lot of work has been done 
recently which has helped.”

Kate Taylor, who runs the 
Boathouse restaurant with 
her husband Richard, said: 
“As a glass of water, it is not 
nice.” 

A Severn Trent Water 
spokeswoman said: “Follow¬ 
ing calls from customers in 
the Ellesmere area last year, 
reporting a taste of chlorine 
in their water, we acted to 
improve its taste by adjust¬ 
ing levels of chlorine. 

“This year we haven’t 
received any further calls 
regarding the quality of 
drinking water. We’d like to 
apologise to customers who 
may be affected and let them 
know that we will look into 
this for them. 

“Where we’re aware of an 
issue we will act to investi¬ 
gate and carry out improve¬ 
ments. 

“If customers need our 
help they can call us 24 
hours a day on 0800 783 
4444.

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Geese and 
foghorns 
used to 
fight crime 

KEEPING geese and using 
fog machines to disorientate 
intruders are two measures 
being used by Welsh farmers 
in the fight against rural 
crime, it has been claimed. 

The NFU Mutual said 
rural crime in the country 
has fallen by almost a fifth 
in the last year, with farmers 
coming up with inventive 
ways of keeping thieves 
away. 

Losses in the country fell 
by 17 per cent from £2.3 mil¬ 
lion in 2011 to £1.9 million 
in 2012 in the country and 
among more conventional 
methods, farmers are com¬ 
ing up with new ways to 
keep safe. 

Karen Yates, of the NFU 
Mutual, said quad bikes, 
livestock and diesel are 
among the targets for thieves. 

She said: “As a mutual 
organisation owned by, and 
run for, our members we 
have a responsibility to work 
with country people to 
improve security and tackle 
crime. 

“Even though rural crime 
has fallen, much more still 
needs to be done to thwart 
rural criminals and min¬ 
imise the devastating impact 
of crime in the countryside. 

“We’re starting to see the 
benefits from communities 
working hard with the police 
and wider industry. 

“However, people should¬ 
n’t become complacent, they 
need to make security a pri¬ 
ority.”

Book illustrator draws on 
inspiration from daughter 


KIRSTEEN Harris-Jones admits her two grown-up sons think her job 
is funny - after all, how many adults spend all day colouring in pic¬ 
tures? 

The reason for their laughter is that for the past 10 years the 45-year-old from Tetchill, 
near Ellesmere, has worked as an illustrator of children’s books, adorning pages with 
fairies, teddy bears and cupcakes. 

But while Tom, 20, and Josh, 19, may not share their mum’s love of pink, sparkly pic¬ 
tures, Kirsteen’s daughter Rosie, 11, is a huge fan - and has proved the inspiration for 


one of the characters Kirsteen is drawing in 
a six-book series Cupcake Fairies. 

She said: “The boys think it’s quite funny 
that I colour in for a living, but Rosie thinks 
it’s brilliant because I’m always here. I work 
all through the day but I’m able to stop and 
go outside and exercise the dogs. 

“I do use children that I see as models for 
the characters I draw. One of the main char¬ 
acters in a series I’m working on at the 
moment is a fairy called Cupcake, who is 
based on a little girl at Welshampton Pri¬ 
mary School called Scarlett. I asked her 
mum for some pictures of Scarlett playing 
in the garden and carrying a watering can 
so that I can use her as a model. 

“Another character, Sparkle, is darker 
skinned than the other fairies and has very 
dark hair, but when I draw her it’s based on 
Rosie. As soon as I draw her I think of Rosie. 
Rosie is delighted. She thinks it’s fantastic.” 

Kirsteen developed her art skills at col¬ 
lege, studying graphic design before working 
in that field for 20 years. After taking time 
off to have her family, she decided to change 
direction and go back to university to study 
illustration with a view to gaining her 
PGCE and going into teaching. 

However, after winning a prestigious com¬ 
petition run by publishers Pan Macmillan in 
her final year of study, she was offered work 
by an agency in London and has never 
looked back. 

Although she has only recently taken up 



illustrating, Kirsteen said she has always 
had a love of drawing. 

“I always loved art even when I was wee,” 
she said. “I’ve always had a pencil and pad 
in my hand. My mum was a seamstress so 
she always had lots of magazines around to 
get her ideas and patterns from, and I used 
to love getting the tracing paper out and 
copying the pictures of the models in the 
magazines. 

“Then I found I’d got a skill to charac¬ 
terise people. I was on holiday and all it did 
was rain, so I spent most of the time in the 
hotel drawing the people I saw. The hotel 
manager came over to see what I was doing 
and said ‘gosh, is that me?’ 

“I would like to produce my own book, 
but at the moment I’m so busy with all the 
books and cards I’m working on that I 
haven’t got the time.”

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Harvey recalls his 
National Service

DODGY underwear, 
dodgy haircuts, and loads 
and loads of bull. . . The 
young generation of 
today don’t know what 
they’re missing by not 
being called up for 
National Service. 

A few years ago Harvey Gates, a 
National Serviceman in the 1950s, 
made sure his granddaughters 
knew just what it was like, by the 
writing the story of his life - and 
throwing the spotlight on Park Hall 
Camp, Oswestry, where Mr Gates, 
like thousands of others, saw the 
start of his National Service stint. 

He was ordered to report to Park 
Hall Lines camp on February 21, 
1952, where he was inducted into the 
Royal Artillery. 

“The next few days were a blur of 
confusion,” he recalled. 

“We marched everywhere, with 
our eating irons - knife, fork and 
spoon - tucked into a pocket, and our 
mug in our left hands, held in the 
small of our backs. We even marched 
to meals. 

“The barbers didn’t bother with 
scissors, and I can’t remember if they 
used a comb. 

“A few sweeps with the clippers 
that started at the back of the neck 
and finished at the eyebrows, and it 
was ‘Next’!” 

At kitting-out time he was thrown

Look skywards as our garden 
birds go through their moult 


AUGUST tends to be a 
largely quiet month in the 
garden. Most birds are 
undergoing the moult and 
so stay largely hidden and 
out of sight, although a 
well-positioned birdbath 
will tempt some species 
out for early morning dips. 

But turn your head to the skies 
and you’ll be met with a flurry of 
activity. 

Toward the end of the month 
swallows swarm on telephone 
cables and martins muster in 
flocks as they prepare for their 
journey south. 

It’s always a slightly sad sight for 
me. As, just as summer seems to be 
getting into full swing, they’re 
gone. But fear not for there are 
other species to watch out for. 

One of the joys of summer is 
surely the warm, balmy evenings. 
Although we may struggle to get a 
cool and refreshing night’s sleep in 
these conditions, it does provide 
plenty of scope for evening bat- 
walks. 

Bats are really at the ‘height’ of 
their activities this month. We are 
lucky enough to have 18 species in 
the UK, 17 of which are known to 
be breeding here. 

In total it equates to almost a 
quarter of all our mammal species. 
But why are bats so special? Well to 
start with, they play an important 
role in many environments around 
the world.

Some plants depend partly or 
wholly on bats to pollinate their 
flowers or spread their seeds, while 
other bats also help control pests 
by eating insects. 

In the UK, some bats are ‘indica¬ 
tor species’, because changes to 
these bat populations can indicate 
changes in aspects of biodiversity. 

Bats might suffer when there are 
problems with insect populations 
(because our bats feed on insects) 
or when habitats are destroyed or 
poorly managed (for example, some 
bats only live in large woodlands). 

Conservation 

In Shropshire we have a small 
team of dedicated individuals, the 
Shropshire Bat Group, concerned 
with the surveying and conserva¬ 
tion of our bat species. 

If there is a sudden decline or a 
marked drop-off over time of bat 
numbers in a certain area, it is 
comforting to know that because of 
the expertise and acute awareness 
of members of the SBG, the role of 
bats as biological indicators can be 
analysed and read in order that 
action may be taken to reverse the 
trend quickly and effectively. 

Bats are very varied in their feed¬ 
ing styles and preferences and 


whereas some prefer to fly high, 
others take to swooping low over 
fields and country lanes. But oth¬ 
ers are drawn to water and if you 
take your morning or evening 
stroll along one of these be it river, 
stream or brook, you may also spot 
another of our aeronautic marvels. 

August is perhaps the best 
month to see kingfishers. The 
chicks have left the nest and often 
disperse to find new areas of water. 

Although the best time to spot 
these beautiful birds is early 
morning, they need to be feeding 
all day and so in theory they 
should be seen at any time. 

Keep your eyes and ears open 
for their blue and orange flash and 
their piercing whistle. They are 
much smaller than most people 
imagine and are barely bigger 
than a sparrow. But what they lack 
in size, they certainly make up for 
in colour. 

My favourite locations are the 
Severn, the Rea Brook and the 
canals of north Shropshire. 

Happily, the last of the martins 
and swallows, as well as the afore¬ 
mentioned bats, can all be found 
along these wonderful waterways 
too and so you may just get a little 
more than you bargained for when 
kingfisher watching in August.

Gallery at

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Three-door Leon keeps up 
reputation at a sound price 



FROM very small beginnings 
SEAT is quickly becoming a 
serious player in the highly 
competitive motor industry and 
the newly launched Leon is the 
company’s first three door 
option. 

The new Leon went on sale last month 
and is practical, stylish and easy to drive 
with a competitive price range of £15,370 
to £22,375. 

The car has been designed to combine 
the striking road presence of a coupe with 
the practicality of a family hatchback and 
is unique from the A-pillars back com¬ 
pared to its five-door namesake. 

Sweeping 

There’s a shorter wheelbase, a slightly 
lower roofline, a more sloped rear hatch, 
broader rear shoulders and distinct rear 
three-quarter windows which SEAT claims 
demonstrates the brand’s ‘arrow head’ 
design in its purest form. 

I can’t help wondering what the costs 
would be of any repairs to the sweeping 
rear shoulders which SEAT designers are 
raving about. They look great but would 
be a nightmare for the body shop to put 
back together. 

Yes, we all know we are really talking 
about a Volkswagen, but SEAT is slowly

and surely developing a very solid repu¬ 
tation and after driving the range it’s diffi¬ 
cult to find a lot wrong with this latest 
arrival. 

The Leon sits on the same chassis as 
the Audi A3 and VW Golf so it’s no sur¬ 
prise that it handles well with good body 
control and steering. 

My favourite is the SC FR with a 2-litre 
TDi unit with 184PS which benefits from 
stiffer, lower settings meaning sharper 
and composed handling. 

The problem with most three-door cars 
is normally rear space but that’s not the 
case with the Leon. This really is a five- 
seater with headroom to spare and you 


also get the same 380-litre boot as the five 
door option. 

The most disappointing aspect of this 
newcomer is in the cabin. I’m normally 
wittering on about too much technology 
and too many dials but SEAT have gone 
for the minimalistic approach and it looks 
boring. 

The Leon has generous specification 
from base level. Every Leon SC comes 
with air conditioning, sports-shaped front 
seats, a colour touchscreen display for 
the media system, steering wheel 
mounted audio controls, seven airbags, 
remote central locking, anti-lock brakes 
and electronic stability control. 


SE trim adds, among other things, 
16inch alloy wheels, front fog lights with 
cornering function, cruise control, leather 
steering wheel and gear knob, XDS elec¬ 
tronic differential lock, and hill hold con¬ 
trol. 

Top-of-the range Leon models come 
wearing SEAT’S iconic FR badge, and 
only the more powerful engines in the 
line-up qualify. All FR cars get 17-inch 
alloy wheels, LED rear lights, dual-zone 
climate control, dark tinted rear windows, 
and FR-specific front- and rear bumpers. 

The Leon also comes with full-LED 
headlights, which are optional on SE and 
FR cars providing a powerful light beam 


that’s closer to natural daylight than any 
other sort of headlamp - a really attractive 
addition. 

The 2-litre SC FR is quick with a top 
speed of 142mph and 0-62mph in 7.5sec- 
onds and you can expect combined fuel 
figures of 65.7mpg and C02 emissions of 
just 112g/km. 

The model leaves showrooms at 
£22,075 but custom paint, a leather pack 
and other extras pushed the test car price 
up to £25,115. 

Would I buy one? Probably yes, but 
SEAT might have to make the cabin a bit 
more exciting place to make me part with 
my money.
